The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 8, line 4, after "Fe 2 0 3 ", the period V has been deleted. 

Claims 18-23, drawn to inventions non-elected without traverse, have been 
canceled. 

Pertinent Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

US 6,134,059 discloses a production process for a color filter comprising the 
steps of providing a base having a plurality of light-transmitting areas, and coloring the 
light-transmitting areas with ink dots, wherein each of the colored positions is 
continuously formed over a plurality of the light-transmitting areas. 

US 6,399,257 discloses a color filter manufacturing method comprising the steps 
of forming, on a substrate, a photosensitive layer that increases or develops hydrophilic 
property upon irradiation with light; exposing the photosensitive layer to light for 
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patterning to form hydrophilic areas and non-hydrophilic areas; and applying a setting 
ink to the hydrophilic areas with an ink jet technique, thereby forming colored portions. 

JP 5-142407 discloses a process for the production of a color filter comprising 
the steps of continuously changing the relative positions of micronozzles discharging 
picture element forming materials and a transparent substrate, by which colored 
patterns are formed in the form of a stripe on the transparent substrate. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In a color filter substrate manufacturing method of applying a coloring liquid to a 
substrate surface of a translucent substrate so as to form at least one colored layer 
comprising an applying step of applying the coloring liquid to the substrate surface 
comprising areas showing lyophobic property to the coloring liquid and areas showing 
lyophilic property to the coloring liquid, the prior art does not teach or suggest the 
method including applying the coloring liquid while the coloring liquid is continuously 
brought into contact with the areas showing lyophilic property and the areas showing 
lyophobic property.
